Nor. hath this doctrine or pratiſe beene deemed 
feditious or unwarrantable by the Princes that have 
face uponthe Engliſh Throne, but juſtified and de- 
fended - by Queene. Ekizabeth of bleſſed memory, 
with the expence of much Treaſure and Noble 
blood, in the united Provinces of the Netherlands 
combined nor only withour, but againſt the unjuſt 
violence of ?hilip of Spaine z King Fame follows 
cd her fteps, fo farre-as to approve their nnmoa, 
and to enter into Jeague with them as free States; 
which is continued by his Majeſtie now reigning, 
unto this. days who boch by his expedition tor 
reliefe of Rarhet in France, and his ſtrict confedera- 
cy with the Prince of 074nge,and the Srates Gene- 
rall, notwihftanding all _ importumcicof Spaine 
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ro the contrary, hath ſer ro his Seale that all that 
had beene done by his Royall Anceſtors, in main- 
tenance of thoſe who had {o engaged and combi- 
ned themſelves, was juſt and warrantable. 

And what had become of the Religion, Lawes,

adjudged and declared by the King in/Parliament, 
that our deare Brethren of Scot/and had done no- 
thing, but what became loyall and obedient Sub- 
jects, and were thereupon by Act of Parliament 
publikely righted in all che Churches of this King- 
 dome,where they had beene defamed. 
 Theretore however ſome men, hoodwinkt and

” PST is able to give : I ſend you here a 
fairhfull Relation of all proceedingy 
here ſince my laſt letter. 

On Tharſday the 25* of 1enzay , our Army 
had a hard and difficult march in refpe&t of 
the thaw, which ſo ſwelled the waters ( whereof 
there were not a few in their way) that often- 
times it came to the middle, and ſometimes to 
the Arme pirs of the Foot, infomuch that our 
Horſe did paſſe with little leffe difficulry, which 
thongh ir was not without hazard and danger

Sir Thomas Gl:-mbam did intend to cut Fel. 
ram Bridge, but the Maſons and workmen which 
hee brovght thither for that purpoſe, were ſo 
affriphted by reaſon of the exclamations and' 
execrations of the Countrey women ypon 
their knees, that while Sir Thomas went into 
a houſe to refreſſe himſelfe they ſtole a- 
way , and before hee could get them to re- 
turn, hee received an alarum from our Horſe, 
which made himſelfe to flee away with ſpeed 
to Morpeth , where hee ſtayed not Jong but mar- 
ched to Newcaſile, 

Two things remarkable, I cannot omit; one 
was, That this great ſtorme of ſnow, which in 
reaſon wee could not but expect, ſhould have 
killed many of our foot , did hinder the enemy 
co put in execution, their reſolutions for plun- 
dering), driving away all the Cattell and Goods, 
and burning all the corne of the Countrey, 
that ſo they might ſtarve our Army. The other, 
that there was ſo great a Froſt, (the like whereof 
we have not ſeen) that in two nights the River 
of Twede freezed fo ſtrong, that our Army and 
Amunition which was at Kelſo marched over 
upon. the Ice, which otherwiſe could not have 
yet. come over, Aftex our Forces had paſled: 
Alawick, my Lord Marqueſſe of Argyle. marched

to Cocqaet Iland which was yeelded at the firſt 
ſhot that was diſcharged againſt them, though 
they had 9o Souldjers within it , ſeven Picces 
of Brafſle Ordnance, and viRuals almoſt for a 
care, 

Upon the firſt of February, the Generall ad- 
vanced from Aforpeth towards Newca#le : after 
hee had ſtayed at Morpeth five dayes till the 
reſt of the Regiments might march up, and the 
Canon and Proviſions bee brought, which could 
not bee done with that ſpeed which his Excel- 
lencie m:de for the preſervation of the Countrey. 

Irs likely that inſtead of better newes, the re- 
ports of ſpoyle and plunder made by this Army 
may be brought to you; I am reſolved impartial- 
ly to ſpeak the truth, and it is this; Some harme 
hath been done, and thoſe inconveniences that 
wait upon all Armies , this cannot bee ex» 
pected to bee free from : Put 1 believe ſo wany 
ſouldiers never marched through ſo many De-, 
linquents Eſtates with doing lefle : But when 
the Army is drawn up, the Orders read, the Mi- 
piſters preſent, wee doubt not they will make 
good their former carriage. 

The ſecond of February his Excellency inten» 
ded a Rendevous two miles ſhort of Newcafile, 
and when he bad drawne up bis Army, to appeare 
before the Towne, bur in regard of ſome unex- 


peed lets by reaſon of waters and other impedt- 
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ments to the comming up of ſome Regiments, 
hee deferred it a day, and remained at Staring. 
ton, and the —_— and Scottiſh Committees 
ſtaied art AZoypeth to conſult about proviſions of 
victuall, and what might be neceſlary for the ſer- 
vice : This night the Marque ſſe of Newcaſtle came 
into the town, where is likewiſe General King, 
and Sir Thomas Glembam, 
On Saturday the third of this inſtant, the Ar. 
my marched towards Newcaſtle, and about twelve 
| aclock came before the town, and drew-up very 
near it, horſe and foor, and then before the en- 
caging of any of our forces, we ſent in,a Letter 
( the copy whereof I have here ſent you) by 
the Marqueſſe of CArggles Trumpeter, to.whic 
wee received this incloſed Anſwer , which cer» 
rainely renders them very inexcuſable whatſo- 
ever may befall them.

The firſt, that the Towne of Newcaſtle have 
reſigned themſelves ro my Lord of Newcaſtle, and 
extinguiſhed their right to the Government 
which will be a good preſident for us, if Go 
ſee "ws ww —_ it thto'our hands, .

encmy having loſt about ſeven or eight, fled tothe 
Town , and we poſlefſed the Fort, which is within - 
halfe musket ſhot of the walls : After that they 
ſeat forth eight Troopes of horſe which the 
Generall-Major of the Horſe charged with five, 
. though they could not charge above three in 
breaſt together in reſpe& of the Coale-Pits, 
notwithſtanding which the charge was ſo hard 
upon the Enemy, that they preſently retired into 
the Town, there was none killed on either 
ſide , only we took two priſoners,whereof one was 
a Lievtenant, who curſed and railed for halfe an 
houre togetber, ſo that we could learn nothing 
of him, but afterwards being in cold blood, hee 
informed us that my Lord of Newcaſtle was there 
himſelfe, Generall King, and the Lord agony av 
that they bad three Regiments of foot, anda 
ſixteene or ſeven, Troopes of Horle , belides the 
peopleofthe Town : They —_ many preat 
Pieces fromthe Town towards night, but to little 
purpoſe. Bot in the evening they ſzcrificed all the 
Houſes without the Wals which were very many 
(asthey think) to his Majeſties ſervice, we heard 
the cry of the poor people,and it is like tobe heard 
higher. ot. | | 
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-Our men went on excceding cheerfully and freely in

Our Souldiers continued in their Arms' Saturday 
and Sunday all night, and after that were quartered 
in the adjacent Villages , attending the Canon 
which could not be carryed by Land , in re- 
ſpe&t of theſtorm , and ſocame by Sea to Blyths 
Nook on the Tueſday , and to the Army on the 
Wedneſday. 

Upon Thurſday the eighth, weſent forth a Par- 
ty, which ſeized on ſome Boats and Liters, where-

{hell,aod they thereby even givea over by Gud to a reprobate ſenſe, 
to their irrecoverable ruine and perdicion. 


But , 
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But now, to goe on to my Third promiſed part or paſo 
in this our Looksng-g/aſſe, namely,the Caveat for Coward: and faint» A Caveat for 
hearted Nentrall-Deſerters of the Parliaments canſe; and therein, I Cowards and 
lay molt clearly, God: cauſe, As allo hereby to ſpeake to all un- rome 
ſealed and unreſolved weak; Chriſtians ( whom in this caſe we muſt - Mar noſe 
pitty, pardon, and pray for, as being our ſelves ſubject tolike Cauſe, 
failings and errours, ſhould not grace'prevent and ſupport us) to 
ſhew them the great danger and hard haz urds they put themſelves 
o8,both in ſoule and body too, in fo unworthily fearing or refu- 
fing'co owne Gods Cauſe, though not out of treachery, yet if it be A bricfe pre- 
buc of baſe rimvidiry or fearez God herein ſhewing his wrath and Miſcd Pream- 
indignation, and cauſing his jealouſie to breake out againſt theſe yes OE 
alſo, letting them ſee how dangerous itis to jeſt or dally with ſuch hds of ah 
ſharp-edg'd tooles as theſe to the undoing of their ſoules and bo» Cayeat. 
dies too, I fay, if in his owne free grace and meere mercy he did 
nx inthe midſt of juſtice remember to intermix mercy, and to 
looke backe, as it were, on their finking ſoules, as he did on Peter 
ia ſuch a caſe (if at leaſt they belong to Chriſt as Peter did ) tea- 
ching them thereby to know the price of denying their Mefer 
or bis {a»/e before men, if not, I ſay, prevented by true andtimely 
repentance. All which I ſhall make moſt evident and cleare b 
theſe foure or five Examples, all of them fallen out lately intheſe 
our probationall times, which (by Gods providence) have come 
tomy bands and knowledge, and which for the g/ory of God and 
howogr of our moſt precious Parliaments Cauſe, | could not con- 
ceale, but ſet forth moſt faithfully, as I have received them from 
meſt indubitable and un queſtionable Teſtimonies of the truth of 
them all ; even, I ſay, by thoſe who were both Eyeand Ear-wit- 
nefles of the truth of them. | 

And here now in the firſt place, I might inftance ina learned and _— 
reverend Miniſter of Lizcolnſtire,a DoeQor in Divinity, who being SEVER wr . 
taken by the Kings Cormorants, and carried priſoner to Ne- Lincolaſhire * 
werke, andtherc enforced ta take the Oxonian Proteftation or Co- £11 mad upon; 
venant againſt the. Parliawent, which (it ſeemed) out of ſervile the taking of 
feare and unworthy imity; hedid, immediately after it,oue the Ozonian-] 
of remorſe of Conſcience, fell mad and fearfolly diſtraRtedin his REY 
ſenſes, and ſo continued for almoſt the pace of lk a yeere, this p11; ene, 
beingdone by him aboux the midſt of the laſt Summer 1543 buoc 
being ſince at liberty among his P «rliewerr ry friends, is io god 
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meaſure recovered, and a hearty Penitent for it, But it being def. 

red his name ſhould bee concealed, I ceaſe to fay any more there 

in ave onely this, That I have this briefe relation from ſuch on- 
queſtionable and credible teſtimony as moſt ſtrongly confirmes the 

truth thereof unto me» And might we not, here now,thinke this 

one (ingle example ſufficient, to deter our cowardly Newters from 

ſo vicions and pernicious prejudicating and deſerting the Prlia- 

ments pious proceedings ? Yes certainly,hiad they but any ſmall 

ſparkes of ingenuity left alive in them : but ſince I know that they, 

yea, and Gods owne peopletoo, mui baveline upon line (as the 

2 Prophet ſayes) and example upon example, and all teo too little, 
till Gods Spirit of Grace awakers their dead and droufie Conſc- 

ences. I ſhall now give they another Example which comes more 

-  Ccloſeuntothem, and moſtqorthy their deep and ſerious obſervs- 

A tion andconſfideration, which briefly is this : 

"el Uponthe ſecond day of May 1643. one Thomas Bretton a young 

One Thomas man, and moſt bitter and ative Malignant againſt the Parkawen, 
| rnng- 2 m_ late ſervant to Alderman Cw in Grecions ſtreet in London, fab 
aQive Malig. ling very ſick (which indeed ſhortly after proved aficknefſeunts 
nant againſt death) defired moft earnefily to fpeake with a reverend and religi- 
the Parlia= ous Miniſter of the Cicy, whom he had formerly heard preach, 
Ys _ and couldnot be quiet till he was ſent for.. The Minifter _ ſem 
on his deaths NLO, and'intreated to come umto him accordingly, very willingly 
bed. ' came; of whom ( ſo ſoone as the ficke party ſaw him) he moſt 
heartily deſired his pardon and forgivenefſe. The Minitter anfwe- 

red, That be knew not any thing wherein the fick party had injured 

. or offended him. Bur Brettor replied, That be baldme him wrong in 
jeering and [coffing at him, though be knew not of *t, and told him 
the particulars thereof. Whereupon this pious Miniſter told him, 


him,which he alſo did for the ſpace of about halfe an houre.Imme- 
diately after Prayer'the ficke party (c;d, He, was now moſt happy, 
fince God and Man had forgiven him z and told the Mivifter, 

| * hee was certaine God pardoned him all his finnes. The Mini- 
ice anſigored, It was well, if his affarance were on pood grou:dr, 

. Hereplled, That be was fure of kt, for Chrift trad taken away all 
| byſinner; whick God had jn bis fickoefle fet before hiveyes; yer 
"and forme farch'finnes as he did not frriow or beleeve- formerly to 
have beene finnes ; but now Chrift hall borne thetn «NM on _—_— 
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He freely forgave him. Then he defired the Minifter to pray with 
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ſhoulders, and eafed him ot all that heavy burthen, with many 
other mott heavenly and divine exprefliuns. And being neere his 
death, even the night before hedied, he ſaid, Hee aGuredly ſaw 
Chriſt in a vifion appearing unto bim, and telling him that his 
Ganes were pardoned, and that he had a (ave on earth, and that 
the Parliament of England defended it, and that inthe yeere cf our 
Lord Chriſt 1644+ the Parliament ſhould obtaine a great viſtory 
orer the Kings Forcesz and that then there ſhould bee none of 
thoſe wicked Miniſters (that had wiſ-led Gods people) left among 
them, and that from that time the Parhament fhould proſper y bur 
in the' meane ſeaſon, that the rod of the wicked ſhould reſt on the 
backs of his righteows ones, And after this hee lay glorying 
and rejoycing in the forgiveneſſe of his finnes, and even triumph- 
ing over death till the eime of his departure, which was the next 
day. This relation was teſtified both by the faid learned, reve» 
rend, and religious Divize, who was often with him in bis aid 
icknefſe, and heard moſt of his expreſfionsy and alſo by another 
religious Gentleman who was alſo then preſent, and heard what is 
here delivered, m— L : 

Alfo one Thomas Clarks, a ranke malignant young man, an 
ſervant to one Maſter 7ravil a merchant of gm » being 
in the yeere 1643) ſtricken with fickneffe, of which he died ; 
about three dayes betore his death, one Filiam Coote (a neighbour 

of his) comming to viſit kim in this his fickneſſe,and having ſate a 
while with him, as he was going away the fick party defired himto 
ſtay alittle, and told him, that hee would now ſay more to him 
then he had done to any, which was this, Iam now (fayes hee) 
ſtrongly perſwaded in my heart, that the Par/iament maintains a 

right cauſe, and at laſt (ball have viRory over the Kings Forces, for 
they, he-ſaid, fought for Antichriſt ; and he confelt wichall, that 
he had lived a very fiofull life, and was moſt of all grieved that he 
had ſpuken ſo much againſt the Parliament, for which he wiſhed 
be could now weep teares of blood, together with very my Pa= 
theticall ſpeeches to this purpoſe, and ſhortly after it departed this 
life, ThisI havealſo from very honeſt and religious hands and te- 
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ſimony, who have faithfully informed me of the truth thereof, as 


having been beth eye and car-witnefſes of the ſame. 
In September allo x 643. one Maſter hitleigh in Golding;lane in 
Loxdon, with his wife Miftreſſe hicleigh, both of them very 
E _ religious

religious Chriſtiane, and truly fearing the Lord, came with thei 
foure children ( not Jong hetore) tt> London from Tewtgbury in 
Glouceſter frire,principally delicing to remove thence bec:uſe ot the 
wicked converſation of the Cavaliers, billeted where be lives, 
And hee having formerly ferved in the Parliiments Army againk 
the Kivgs Forces, but bring naw at Londen, and for about thiee 
moneths fpacevoid of imployment, reſolved to give over ſewice 
inthe wars, as findinga timorous fearfulnefe in himlelfe to ad- 
venture any more into the Parliaments Army, thereupon ar laſt 
he had ſome thoughts to goe into New- England, and adviſing 
wich his wife, who atſo was moſtunw Ling hee ſhould any more 
pat himſelfe into the Service of the Pa: fiament, but by all meanes 
began to ſtrengthen his reſolution to goe away for New: England, 
Whereupon he peremptorily now reiolviog todepart thithes with 
his wife and children, preſently laid out thirty pounds for their 
paflage by Sea, and as much more for proviſion of neceffaries to 
thevoyage. But being ready to depart, the Lord fuddenly finick 
himvery ficke, and in his ficknefſe he was very much croudledin 
hisminde, lamenting and crying out very-much againlt the finne of 
Cowardife and Fearfulnefſe ( which hce conceived to bee the 
ground of his intended remorali to New-Eng/and) and therefore 
much diſtruſting his ſoules eſtate, cryed out ofcen;, That he had 
ſinned againſt God in cowardly deſerting his hoty Can/e ; yet ears 
neltly praying the Lordto forgive him this finne, promiting and 
protefiing that if the Lord vouchſafed to reſtore lim to health 
and firength againe, he would reſolutely goe on to ſpend every 
drop of the blood in his veines for the Parliaments Canſe; and af- 
terward blaming his wife for giving her conſent and incouraging 
kim therein, he ſhortly aſter died, yet before his departure he te- 
ſtified abundance of comfort and affirance of Gods favour and 
the pardon of his fin. Immediately alſo after his death, it ſo pleas 
ſed the. Lord that his wifefell ſo diſtrafted, that three or foure 
women coutd ſcarcely hold her downe in her bed; and ſhe taking 
no ſuſtenance but what was forced into her mouth for many dayes, 
ſhe ill in all this time of moſt fad perplexity crying out, That 
fhe had ſinned againſt God in counſelling and incouraging her de- 
ceaſed huband to forſake Gods (anſe, and thereby (ſhe feare*') [he 
had beene the cauſe of his death. And thus ſhe lay divers dayes In 
much miſery, crying out of this her ſinne, and craving ar” - 


God for it. And abourthe end of September aforeſaid, my godly 
triend,from whorn I bad this relation, comming occafiorally to her 


houſe to ſee her, found that her raging fits had left her, but her 


ſpirits much ſpear, and ſhelying ſpeechleffe, fo that he knew not 
how to admioifter a word of comfort to her in that caſe z where- 
fore being about to depart thence, ſhee looked '[tedfaftly on him, 
reached out her hand to him, which he tooke in his, being as 
cold as clay, and therewith ſpake many comfortable words unto 
her, and ere hedeparted {he manifeſted very much confolation 
in her ſoule, both by words (though faintly) and geſtures alfo, 
and in a moſt happy and comfortable condition depatted this lite 
alſo, the very next morning after his departure from her. This re» 
lation, I ſay, I had from a very religions Citizen of Zonaen, and 
faithfull ſervant of the Lord, who himſelfe was with MiRrefle 
whileighthas Eepatting,and whoſe own' Sifter lived cloſe by theſe 
parties, was well aequared with them both in their Fives and 
death, and whoſe teſtimony I know to be withoutexceptivn. 


" 
There was alſo about the time of the firſt viRories of the fa- Onc Matter 
mousand renowned Towne of AManebrſter in Lancaſtire, in the Standidge a 


yeere 1642. one M. Srandidge a Gentleman of Lavcaſvire, who 
had formerly beene a man much ingaged in his »ffcRiotts for the 
Parliaments Cauſe, and had oftentimes expreſſed ſo much both 


by his tiffe contendings with ſome that were very neere and deare ſuddenly ſlaine 
unto him, as alſo by his praQice and afliftance given to che ſaid in the aQ of 


Cauſe. But afterward, by the flye infiauations and perſiwafions 
of ſome ſeeming friends neere about him ; but eſpeciilly being at 
laſt overſwaied and prevailed with ( as was ſtrongly fuppoled Foy 
the Lord Strage (then a great, but, blefſed be God, a'moſt un- 
ſhecefſefall tickler for the Kings party ) he being very intimate 
with the ſaid Lord S:ravge, This faid Gentleman did at laſt fo 
much crofſe his owne former praice and good eftetme he had and 
hel4 of the Worke and Canfe of God in the Parhamerts prov 
cetdings, that he moſt unworthily quite deſerted it, yea fo farre 
astotakeup Armes againſt it ; and as he was in perfon, in com- 
mind, and goiog againſt that honeſt, famous, and eiRorious Town 
of Manchi/ter' in the Lord Strang's Army z, the Lord God of 
Herven, in apparent Aifpld#ſaremert with him in this no Foy: 
all Apoſtacie, andgoing againſt God and his'Cauſe: For as he 
was going to take Horſe I” deſigne, neere to the fald _ 
2 (0 
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of CHarchefter, a bullet ſuddenly hit him, and kil'd him pre. 
ſently, not direftly from the Towne, but the bullet glancing 
upon a wall, reached bim-with a gliding blow, and fo cut him 
ſhort of his purpoſe, and gave him the ſad reward of his unhappy 
backſlidiog. This I have from ſuch unqueſtionable and religious 
teſtimony of a go1ly triend and neighbour of mine, as I knowto 
be without all juſt exception. 

And is not here now (one would thinke) teſtimony enough for 
thee, O incredulous Malignant, yea, even from the mouthes of two 
Converts formerly of thine owne ranke and rotten condition, but 
now, and that upon their death-beds ( and the words of dying 
men, we know, doe, or ought to take deepe impreſſion ) making ingeni- 
ous confeſſion of their and your folly and madnefle in fo injuri- 
ouſly oppoſing the pious and jutt proceedings of the Parlia- 
ment ? But now take one more to cleare theſe truths yet more 
abundantly, yea, one of no lefle moment and materiality then 
any of the former, and moſt worthy ſerious notice and obſerva 
tion, namely, of one Maſter /oſeph Larch, a Merchant in Beſhings» 
hall-ftreet in London, who having (by Gods bleſſing upon his en- 
deayours in his calling) gotten a good eftate, and being a pious 
young Gentleman, and well affc&ed to the publike good of the 
Kingdome in the beginning of this Parliamentary warre, and ſet 
forth cwo Horſes for the ſaid ſervice at his owne proper charge 
but having ſome conſiderable goods at Briſtoll, which he defired 
to convey to (Mancheſter by land, in which land-pafſage a proter 
Rion from the King was neceſſary for their ſafe convoy thorow 
Shrewsbury, where lay a Garriſon of the Kings Cormorants: up- 
on this occafton hee forced himſelfe to goe to Oxford to procure 
ſacha proteRion. Thus then he tooke his journey thither, where 
he was no ſooner arrived, bur it pleaſed the Lord it ſbould fo fall 
out, that he was preſently eſpied by one. that had beene a Mar 
lignant MG of his in Lenden, a Lawyer, by whoſe meanes 
he was preſently apprehended as a Spie, on which ſuſpicion hee 
was inſtantly clapt up priſoner in the Caftle,and immediatly after 
was fetcht before the Conncell-Table, and in danger of his life, 
Bur having there very good friends of the Kings party, namely, Sic 
George Bnion, Sir Nicholas (' riſpe, and Mr. Bradborne his kioſman, 
and others, he was by the Kings owne Warrant fet at liberty and 
entertained at Sir George Binien: lodgings ; and yer againe 4p 
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this, Swith that helliſh (erberws , the P. ovoſt-marſhil] fetcht him 

out of Bynions lodging at eleven of the clocke at night, and carri- 

ed him to priſon againe. Whereupon Byn10n went againe to the 

King, together wich Mr. Bradborxe, told His Majelty of ic, who 

ſeemed much diſcontented thereat , and preſently ſent a Squire of 

His body. with a Commiſſion to lay Smith by the heeles for his pre- 

ſumption, and to enlarge Mr. Latch ; yea, and that without taking 

the Oxford Proteſtation, leſt thereby his cftate in London ſhould 

have been ſeized on by the Parliament, as the eſtate of a Sworne- 

malignant , yetwith a private ſerious promile and engagement to 

Bynion, that he would never hereafter put forth himſclfe in any 

publique ſervice for the Parliament. So he at laſt returned fafely 

home, and in order to his promſe was now growen very ſhy of 

ſerving with his Company according to the Ordnance of the Mis 

litia ; and fhortly after, thiough the ill-advice of a very gaalignane 

companion of his, made over his eſtate into Holand, pur off his 

houſe in Ba/oing ſhall-ſtreet, and then withdrew his perſon alſo into 

Holland, intending there to have lived till theſe times might change; 

and thus he quite deſerted the Parliament, But he had not beene Thos our Eng- 
there above three weekes or a moneth , but that it pleaſed God he = Jonas 
fell ficke there, and had a great and reſtlefſe deſire to come backe 5%" BE. 
apaine into Eng/and; and accordingly, having a fit opportunity, yeve rory ſſh, 
imbarked himſelfe, and was brought backe ſicketo London, that but God raiſed 
thus by the providence of God fo ordering it , hemight manifeſt * ſtorme in his 
his repentance here where he had finned, and be an ex:mple to RO 
others both of the horrour. which ariſes out of a guilty conſcience j,;1 6..ke to 
ſenfible of apoſtacy from a good Cauſe, and alſo from our P arlia- our Londin Ni- 
mentary Proteſt ation and ( ovenaxt to maintaine the ſame» Thug neve there to 


then, I ſay, being come off. the water , on Munday Sepr.25.1643, ©! repentances . 


he went to a frieeds houte of his, one Mr, Lac:y in Canox-flreer, 
where he went ficke tobed, and in two daies his fickneffe and cot « - 
ſcience working together, he much deſired to ſpeake with ſome 
godly Miniſter- Whereupon one was ſent for , who accordiagly 
cameto him on the Wedneſday night;but knowing nothing of his 
defeRion from the Parliament , and hearing a good report of his 
former honeſt converſation, he onely queſtioned him about. his 
faith in Chri&t ; whereunto receiving an appoſite aiſwer , he held 
out unto him ſome promiſes of the Goſpell, wherein his ſoule 


migh cleave unto the Lord, and having commended him unto the 
grace

grace of God, departed tor thatiime s but Mr. Latch found fech 
{weetnefſe in thoſe promiſes, that he till would be arking when 
that Miniſter would come againe. That Thur/day and Friday paft, 
and the Miniſter not fent tor ; but on the Satwrday following he 
called very ezrneftly for the ſaid Miniſter, and would not be faciſ« 
fied without him : ſo he being ſent for,came to him that $ 

at night, and found him very anxicus abour getting Chrilt , he ott 
 faying, if I kavenot Chriſt, I muft periſh eternally. But 1mniedi- 
ately after, as a man ſwallowed up of deſpaire and drenched inthe 
wrath of God, hecried out, T2m in Hell, Iam in Hel}. Thenan 
honeſt young Gentleman his loving friend , who had been his tel 
loweapprentiſe, andunto.-whom he had uſed to unboſome him- 
ſelfe, itept to the Miniſter and told him what was the cauſe of all 
this horrour of conſcience in him, and ſo related to him the ſub» 
ſtance of ll fore-mentioned. Then the ſaid Minifter went againe 
. to M. Latch,and asked him if he had taken the Kings Proteſt ation at 
O-xford,who anſwered,no ; yet till reje&ed(in a deſperate manner) 
all the comfortable words that were alledged for his faith to rett 
upon ; ftill crying out, Tam in hell, I finke lower and lower ; O 
 wasthereever ſuch an bypoctite as Iam, and therefore I muſt be 
damned, and I alone maſt have my portion with das , and be an 
exatmpleto all the world and licin hell to all eternity, in ſo deny» 
ing the Parliament : and goe, ſaieshey to his brother that ſtood by 


him, and tell ſuch an one, and ſuch an one, two perſons to whom 


he had neere relation, that if they hold on their way , they mult 
burne in bell as I doe; and neither his godly friend, nor the Mini» 
ſter could perſwade bim that he was cnt of Hell; yet the Miniſter 


ſtill moſt piouſly wreftling againſt bis deſpaire , told him that Hell- 


w-$ not above ground (in the Land of the living) and therefore 
he was not yet in Hell, but that he ſhould goe to Hell ſhortly if he 
wou'd not believe in Chriſt Jeſus ; and then told him he would 
pray for him: But he replied , you fball ſave the Flocke of Chrift, 
but you cannot fave me, | am paſt prayer. And with the like lamen- 
table ſpeeches, as of a man in the very torments of the damned 
he did oft interrupt the Miniſter in his prayer, and fo cominued 
in this deſpairing fittil] after prayer. Then the Minifter charged 
hm to hearken to him, ſaying, You never ( you 2ffare me ) tooke 
the Proteſtation at Oxford agamſt the Parliamei;t, but Peter denied 
Chriſt withan 92th, yea and with a rſe too; yet he went out 

an

and wept bitterly, and was reſtored to grace anJ favcur againe. 
Carilt ſaith, Come nnto me all ye that are wary and heavy laden and 
I will giveyoureft : you are weary and heavy laden,come to Chritt, 
believe in him, and he will eaſc you, and will blot out your iniqui- 
ties for his owne names ſake. At which words, ke {uddenly raiied 
u2 kimſelfe io his bed, and with exceeding earncſtneſle of {piric 
par forth (icong cries unto God, ſaying , Lord helpe mine muveliefe, 
Lord helpe mine wnbelicfe, Lord helpe mine wnb:liefe, three times 
together z and immediately thereupon burſt forth into cxceeding 
great comfort , ſaying, O wonderfull mercy , Chiitt ts come to 
fetch me out of Hell and I (hall not periſh ; my cries bav2 entered 
into the eares of the Lord ef Sabbath, who hath now given ſweet 
reſt to my ſoule. And thus with many heavenly expreſſions of 
Chrifis wonderfull mercy toward him, he continued at leaſt two 
houres full of ſweer raptures and raviſhmencs of ſcule ; and de- 
ſought the Miniſter and his ſriends about him to make knowne 
theſethings, and how gracious and merciſull Chriſt had been 
unto him: and this alſo he deſired them to take (peciall notice of ; 
namely, that he proteſted chat what he had faid (as before) was not | 
out of any lightneffe or diſtemper of his braine, but in fenſible ap- 
prehenfions of his ſoule, and what Chriſt had dictated to him, in 
whole armes he aid he now was moſt ſweetly imbraced, aad that 
he had now found (as he bad otten heard) that a8 the way to Heas 
ven was by the gates of Hell ; ſo he bad found it true, and had not 
onely gone by the gates of Hell, bur even throuzh Hell it ſelfe, bur 
now Chrifts glorieus mercy had tetcht him-torth 3 and cherefore 
he prayed them againe to tell and publifh abroad what great things 
Chriſt had done for him, and then all that were prefent went 
3guneto prayer, and he prayed wich them; and when his breath 
failed, he would lift up his hands z but before prayer was quite en- 
ded he moſt ſweetly expired, as he faidy.in the Armes of his ſweet 
Saviour Chriſt Jeſus, leaving the Miniſter and his Chriſtian friends 
(who had bzen ſorrowfall witneſſes of the former dread/ullpe ple- 
xities and horrcur of hizconſcience) now mott abundaiitly che ered 
and full of comfort and confolation in the Lord, for this admira» 
ble, pracious change and concluſions : 

And now, I hope, Lhavefully performed what I promiſed at 
the vo inning, and have copionſly confirmed che cruchs I tatended_ 


to deliver aud repreſcnt iv this my Looking-g/sſſi» And now 1 m_ 
onely 
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onely defireto ſummeup all in a very ſuccin& bortatory obſervation 
of all hitherto delivered in this our AMalgnens mirroxr or Looking. 
glaſſc. And firſt Idefiieto ſpeake a word or two toour cowardly 
Neuters, and faint- hearted deſerters of Gods Cawſe in this our Par 
liament z wherein I feare too many even of Gods children { and 
otherwiſe good Chriftians,I hope) ate too guilty. That ſince the 
Parliaments cauſe is unqueltionably Gods cauſe, and that our Hae 
lignants have clearely ſeene that God is fo jealous of this his be.

the defence of the Cities of London and Weſtminſter and County of 
Middleſex, and for the future preſervation and ſafety of the Towne

if they were of great eſtates, they were to be baniſhed, And the 
heathens 
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Reathens did alwaies account bounds to bea ſacred thing,aud thine 
fore when they ſer bounds to their Lands, they had mapy religious) 
ceremomes, and annoynted them with Oyle, and they made 7 ermi« 
215 to bea God to take care ot bounds. 2.By the law of Gcd,(which 
is the foundation of all other Lawes, it was ever accounted a moſt 
wicked thing to defraud any man of his right whether by oppreſ-. 
ſion or cczenape z and therefore Levir, 27. 27. whoſoever removed 
aLand-marke unjuſtly, by the Law ot God ke is made accutſed, 
and fo all the people are to pronounce him. And Hoſea g. 2. The 
Princes of Ephraimare charged. for removing the bounds , that is, 
they did ſeizeupon other mens eſtates, beyond their bounds; they 
did opprefle men and take away their Lands and eftates, that were 
not their owne, This is a great ſinne again God in any (though ne- 
ver ſo great) to wrong men of their eſtates , for God hathappoin« 
ted the bounds to all mens eftates,and therefore it is not iathe power 
of any menor Princes to breake into any mens right injuriouſly. Ic 
was not in King Ahabs power to take Naboths Vineyard, though ic 
lay fo conveniently neere his Palace ; and though Ahab had fucha 
minde toit, yet he could not enforce a Sabje& to ſell it; yea he 
thought it roo Much ro take it by 'violence: and 7ezebell, though = 
ſhe was apt enough to infule principles of cruelty and oppre 
into Ahab, ſhe thought it too much to ſeize upon Naboths Vineyats 
without ſome colour of Law. And fo E/a.t. 23. the Prophet in 
the name of God tels the Princes, that they were rebellious and the- . 
companions of Theever,/ Therefore if 'they may not be guilty of 
theft, it appeares that aft [ay not opentothem ; and therefore they 
have not that right as many Court-paraſites have told chem they
